lowii liavc nil liiu carraHrks of empty and cxtrava- 
" gaiit toiroriziag. The htatcment aaid to iiave been 
made by a leader of the band that they were .'>()<) 
strong in his section aiul that "80 per eont of [hr 
l>poplc were possiiiu hmitt rs"' in ridiculous on Ihf 
face of it. This is an old liiuk of lawless bands and 
should cause no undue concern. But when it it 
taken in I'oiijniiLtioJi with alit olln-r boast lliiit 
"they were not afraid of the coui-lt»"- because of 
tlicir number and strength, the necessity arises for 
swift and decisive action on the part of the law. 
This is an evident effort at intimidation, and from 
the suspicion of auytliiug like iutimidatiou the an- 
tboritiea and the law-abiding citizenry ihonld keep 
themselves entirely frei\ Tlio powi r of such bands 
as tlicsc lies not in tlicir iielual strength, but in tin- 
fear tliat they strike to the heart of the community 
by just such empty boasts and fooliKh threats as 
these. It is the business of tlir aiilhoritics to dis 
cloke the vacuity of these things and deal with the 
offenders themselves in such a manner to reassure 
the community and disconraRo any attempt at fu- 
ture terrotiaing. — Courier-JoumaL

"Cliewing is unduubteilly a habit in. 
hcrited from the time when the medi 
clnal elToct was considered of immense 
\aluo in the use of tobacco, for its 
stimulant <|ualitics were hold by the 
Indians to follow a small dose, or to be 
a desired result of the immediate pros- 
tintinn pro.hiceil b.v a larger ipiantitv. 
.\s KuropeaiH foiiml that effects were 
thus obtained, tobacco in some prepa- 
lation for mastication was popularized 
for use by those who could not get n 
pijio or cij;ar whenever it was de<iic.l. 

"Snuff-taking wus iliseovorod among 
the Brasilian Indians, and they were its 
best fabricators. Their tnste in this 
m.ittor WAS as pure as that of the fssh- 
ii'ii.iblo uoil.j of the east, aii.l tlie snuff 
they made has never been surpassed 
nor their apparatus for making it. 

"This habit was i .it i '..<u. ,.,1 into 
I'hir.ipe by the Portn>!in -e an. I ji.ijiiilar- 
i/c.l ill France and the n.irth by Calli 
criiie do Mediei. Ladies took suulT, and 
probably ladies orcasionnliy smoked, 
liiit prtictically no nienliun is nia.lo of 
Women smoking, and .is a general iinbit 
women seem to Imva resorted to it 
ver.v s|>nringl.v. 

"The ungnliont rumor among inanv 
that the women of Latin Ameri.a quite 
as commonly as the men «ro using the 
igar or cigarette between thorn Is 
unfounded and unwarranted. Women 
of the peon einss are met with pi])e or 
cigarette as a companion; in the public 
places of tho hant ton, aa in similar 
resorts of the Anglo-Saxon, it may be 
fl;o faslii..ii t'l.r l.'i.lies to join in the 
tri.k of saiukin^;, but the more ac 
liiainted one be.omcj with the iuti- 
uiate social life of South Aiuurica the 
mora one is astonished that credence 
could over have boon given to tho fic- 
tion that women there habitually in 
dulged in tobacco. 

Tobacco a Oaugo of Olvilisation. 
"The physiologii! effects of tobacco 
l.iU i) been discussed ever since it was 
first used by civilized man. The Indians 
knew the symptoms it caused but were 
satisfied to a.scribe them to the ni.vs 
terious (lOwer iuflueuciug uU life about 
them and questioned no further. But 
the attacks upon the habitnal eonsnmp- 
tlon of the prepared leaf have b«d 
I radically no restraining; force, and 
there is no gauge of civili/ntiou so gen- 
erally appUeabla fhraoghout the world 
as that of tho consumption of tobacco. 
A substantial agreement has today been 
reached anion;; the scientists that t.) 
baeco — this does not mean tho alkaloid 
nieoiina — Is not tl>e poison it 'was ones 
siijiposeHl to be. 

"in fact, tobacco leaf can be grown 
and cured with an almost impercep- 
tibla proportion of nicotine, aad this 
meata the re<)ulrements of the con- 
sumers' tastes even better than a to- 
bacco strong in nicotine. It is, thoro- 
fore, the aroma in the xmoke, and the 
essential oils in the leaf which per- 
petuate the habit and stimulato the 

iiitoUi'ctiial di'sirc ti .'iii.iy th,' n.ir.'otic 
affects resulting Irom tho properly pre 
pared artiele. 

Tobaeeo Has Its Merits If Used With 
Common Sense. 

"Raw tobacco 1 arc sti.in;;, luit tlicy 
are not liketl; ou tho other hand, deli- 
cately enred tohaecos briag tha high- 
tst price ail. I ciiiny the longest reimta- 
lion, ThiM iii.li.Mics that tho effect 
sought is altogether 011 tho mind and 
imagiaation, and uot at all upon tha 
body. The use of tobaeeo is therefore, 
differentiated at oio e f mm thehaliituni 
UNO of any other drug. It doe.s irritate 
the heart and upset the digestive organs 
if taken toa often or withoot Judg- 
ment, but this effeet is akogathar func- 
tional and disu|>penrs h« soon ns the 
habit is discontinued. ^ That form of 
bliadaeea called tobaeeo amblyopia 
conie-i from tho almost constant usa of 
tho cignr or from the roughest kinds 
of tobacco smoked in a pipe. Tho con- 
sequences here may l>e permanent and

I drugs. Ani.ilicr arvumont in its favor 
Ms that the ii.ir.nlic or stimulant cd'ect
